Receipt of Applicant's Amendment, Arguments, and Remarks filed 8/30/2005 is 
acknowledged. Claims 1 - 20 have been cancelled. Claims 21 - 41 are pending in this 
action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 21 -41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. This is a new matter rejection. 

Claims 21 and 41 recite, in part "a copolymer of acrylic and methacrylic esters, a 
copolymer of ethyl acrylate and methyl methacrylate". The disclosure as originally filed 
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does not have support for this limitation. Specifically, the specification on the last 
paragraph of page 6 recites "copolymers of acrylate and methacrylic esters having a low 
content ofquatrinary ammonium groups" and "copolymers of ethyl acrylate and methyl 
methyacrylate with neutral character" (emphases added). The claims recite genuses, 
where the original disclosure supports only particular sub-genuses of what is recited in 
the claims. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 36, 38 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Instant claims depend from claim 21, but recite a coating that comprises 
elements not listed in claim 21. Does applicant intend to mean that the coating claimed 
in instant claims further comprises one of these elements? Also, the recitation of 
polymethacrylate derivatives is indefinite, since a person of ordinary skill in the art would 
not know what is encompassed by this term. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action.

Claims 21-41 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103ta) as being unpatentable 
over Canadian Patent 2,149,052 in view of EP 0 421 921 A1 and Canadian Pat 
1 ,305,166 for reasons of record. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments, and the evidence presented by Applicant, have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the Eudragit polymers of the 
EP document not the same as those of instant invention. However, instant claim 21 
includes ellulose acetate phthalate as one of the possible polymers of the invention, and 
the EP document teaches the use cellulose acetate phthalate (page 4, line 40 - 43, 
particularly line 40).
